BAR OF GOLD WORTH 


$23,500 DISAPPEARS 


Treasure is Mysteriously Stolen 


in .Detroit Depot While on 


Truck Awaiting' Ship- 


ment to Buffalo. 


J1ETEOIT, Midi., March 10.—A bar 


o£ gold, said to be'valued at $20,000 w 
.$23,000 disappeared from the express car 
of Wabash train Xo. 4 which arrived at 
the union station from the west at S 
o'clock and left Buffalo at midnight. 


The property was in charge of the Pa- 


cific Express company and was consign- 
to Buffalo. Just as soon as Ihe messen- 
ger missed the gold he notified the local 
express agent of the company, who in 
turn a-ked the police to assitt in the 
search for the missing treasure. 


At 1:.'!0 o'clock Capt. Donnell, chief of 


detectives, said (hut his men had dis- 
covered no cine to the whereabouts of 
the missing gold. 
The precious bar was 


checked out, by the incoming messenger 
in the customary way and receipted for 
at the company's oilice in the union de- 
pot.

plaintiff is not entitled to recover. The 
decision will be of interest to fraternal 
lodges and members who arc insured 
against death in these organizations. 


Anna J. Taylor is the widow of George 


F. Taylor, a member of the Royal Ar- 
cannm. Arapahoe Lodge of Denver. He 
was insured for $3,000 in 1S!)3 and died 
in November, 1000. Payment of the in- 
surance certificate was contested on the 
ground that he had not paid the month- 
ly assessment of October, 1900, due on 
the last day of that month and was 
therefore 
suspended according 
to by- 


laws. 


The collector failed to pay the Taylor 


rts.sossmcnt for October ns he had been 
in the habit of doing when overdue, and 
when it was tendered three duys later, 
just before Taylor's death, it wa.s refus- 
ed on the ground that under the by- 
laws Taylor was under suspcn.-ion. Mrs. 
Taylor recovered judgment against the 
supreme council which appealed. 


Judge Thayer, writing the opinion, 


says the ipiestion at iastie is to deter- 
mine whether the supreme council was 
cognizant of the practice, of the collect- 
or in accepting the assessment of Tay- 
lor after he was delinquent, and wheth- 
er it ratified such practice by accepting 
the delinquent's assessment in violation 
of its by-laws. He tir.ds nothing in the 
evidence to warrant this assumption and 
orders the case remanded with instruc- 
tions to the trial court to instruct the 
jury that the plaintiff is not entitled to 
recover.

BAR OF GOLD WORTH 


$23,500 DISAPPEARS 


Treasure is Mysteriously Stolen 


in .Detroit Depot While on 


Truck Awaiting Ship- 


ment to Buifalo. 


DETROIT, Mich.. March 10.—A bar 


of gold, said to be valued at ,$20,000 to 
?23,000 disappeared from the express car 
of Wabash train No. 4 which arrived at 
the union station from the west at S 
o'clock and left Buffalo at midnight. 


The property was in charge of the Pa- 


cific Express company and was consign- 
to Buffalo. Just as soon as the messen- 
ger missed the gold he notified the local 
express agent of the company, who in 
turn asked the police to assitt in the 
search for the missing treasure. 


At 1:30 o'clock C'apt. Donnell, chief of 


detectives, said that his men had dis- 
covered no clue to the whereabouts of 
the missing gold. 
The precious bar was 


checked out by the incoming messenger 
in the customary way and receipted for 
at the company's office in the union de- 
pot. 
The 
outgoing 
messenger 
then 


checked it and receipted for 
it. His 


train was an hour late and while await- 
ing its arrival the bar of gold, the de- 
tectives learn, was loaded on a truck in 
the office where several persons not em- 
ployed by the company saw it and ex- 
amined it. When the truck was unload- 
ed after the arrival of the train the bar 
was found to be missing. Captain Mc- 
Donnell says be has found that at least 
three persons not connected with the 
Pacific Express were in the office and 
examined the bullion and discussed it. 


The value of the bar as given to the 


police is §£3,500. At 2 o'clock the prom- 
ised statement from Supt. JCewhall had 
not been issued.

AIADISOX, March 10.—After lengthy 


debate las't night the senate passed to 
engrossment and a third reading the bill 
to exempt credits from taxation. 
The 


vote was 20 to 0 and two pairs, making 
the real division 
22 to 
11. Senator 


Whitehead led 'the debate for the bill 
and Senator McGillivray against. Sena- 
tors Burns and Bird also spoke for the 
measure, while Senator 
Merton 
spoke 


against. 


The supporters of the bill insisted, .that 


the proposition was just and that it had 
come about in the nature of die evolu- 
tion of business and the creation of new 
and multifarious forms of property. The 
opposition to the bill argued that credits 
should not be wiped off the assessment 
rolls without giving some other way of 
taxing the men who owned 'the credits. 
To exempt credits would not reduce the 
amount of taxes that had to be paid, but 
would increase the rate and the taxes 
that the holders of credits escaped would 
be paid by'those who held other forms of 
property. This they contended was an 
injustice to nil other forms of property 
and a veritable hardship to men of little 
means. 


The assembly yesterday morning by a 


vote of 40 to 46 refused to concur in the 
senate bill allowing county boards 'to ap- 
propriate not to exceed S10.000 for 
a. 


monument for soldiers and sailors who 
served.in the Civli war. Under the pres- 
ent law the question of making such an 
appropriation must be referred to a vote 
of the people, and can only bp made after 
being approved by a majority of the vot- 
ers of a county. 


The senate committee 
on 
education 


iravc the dentists another hearing yes- 
terday, the opposing factions being rep- 
resented by couiir-fl. Mr. Long of Prai-

ing, 
but the latter was aixindoned o ac- 


count of the discussion on the credits 
taxation bill in the senate. 
The hear- 


ing yesterday was held in the assembly 
chamber where that of Tuesday was also 
held, and though many of the manufact- 
urers who came here to protest agains't 
the passage of the bill had returned to 
their homes, the attendance was large, 
the chamber being 
comfortably 
filled 


(luring the. entire discussion. 


The speakers were Attorney Thomas 


Kearney of Racine, representing the 
manufacturers of Racine, Kcnosha and 
.Tancsville, and'the Wisconsin State Man- 
ufacturers' association: Attorney Tho- 
mas H. Gill of Milwaukee, representing 
the Wisconsin Central railroad company, 
and Attorney F. W. Hall of Madison, 
who had secured the introduction of sev- 
eral stringent anti-trust resolutions and 
bills in the assembly this session. Mr. 
Hal] 
was 'the only_ one of the speakers 


to favor the bill. He said that he rep- 
resented only himself and 
apeurcd 
in 


support of the bill because he though: it 
ought to be adopted. 


Mr. Kearney made a long argument 


against the bill. 
The people were pro- 


testing agaiuat Uie bill not because ot 


politics, but because of the bad policy 
contained in the measure. It was wrong 
from the ground 
up. -The core 
and 


strength of the people of the state were 
not clamoring for the passage of this bill, 
the speaker declared. Tin shippers, the 
merchants, the farmers, -ail 'the people. 
Mr. Kearney believed were satisfied with'' 
conditions as they were now and they 
did not want any changes. 


Mr. Kearney argued that it was neces- 


sary, under certain circumstances, for 
railroads to give group or special rates 
to certain zones or/districts. He pointed 
out that it was necessary that logs be 
hauled out of the pineries, and to manu- 
facturing centers, cheaper than certain 
other products were hauled the same dis- 
tance in other territory. He exhibited a 
map of the state, to illustrate his state- 
ment'that the great paper mills and other 
big industries of the Fox river valley 
owed their existence".largely to the fact 
that thev were able to get supplies from 
the timber belt at tow rates. He declar- 
ed that 'the Kelly' .Thresher 
company 


had recently been driven out of Iowa be- 
cause of the rate system prevailing un- 
der the state law there and had come to 
South Milwaukee. 
WOULD END THE. GROUP 
RATES. 


The two great objections to the bill, 


the speaker said, were that it would be 
impossible to find competent men io fill 
the places of state railroad commission- 
ers, and that, from a. legal standpoint, 
it was absolutely iirfpossible to preserve 
the group and comroodity rates enjoyed 
by the shippers 'todiy. In answer to a 
question, the .speaker declared that the 
legislature was absolutely without 
au- 


thority to grant the proposed commission 
power to permit group rates. Mr. Frcar 
was of the opinion that 
inasmuch 
aa 


special coal rates were granted in Illinois, 
and special rates were granted on other 
classes of freight both in that state and 
in other states having rate commissions, 
the same could be done in this s*tatc. In 
response to another question, Mr. Kear- 
ney declared that the great 
mass of 


freight in this state was carried at about 
20 per cent, less than the same class of 
freight was carried in Iowa.

mainly the upbuilding oMocal pride and 
to this nothing more contributes than 
what is known' as' "town improvement." 


Where a ^lake front is the condition, 


as in Racine, an effort should be made 
to make the approach by water as im- 
posing as possible which calls for har- 
mony and impressiveness in architecture. 


Public buildings in 
cities should be 


massed and more harmony developed in 
the suburbs. The naming of streets is 
a concern worth study for mimes that 
suggest great men. honorable events, 
and 
civic ideals do much to promote 


home patriotism, while even the conven- 
ience of numbered or lettered .streets 
cannot justify, the practice. 


Bridges as a municipal feature are be- 


ing more appreciated.. It is so' conspicu- 
ous that it should not be merely dura- 
ble but fit and graceful as well.

commonplace 
that 
streets 


should be well 
paved. Cost, hygienic 


and climatic conditions have long ruled 
in this unit IP i'. No crusade has ever 
done so much to arouse civic enthusiasm 
as the cry for clean streets. 


The smoke nuisance is as yet an un- 


settled 
problem. The 
successful con- 


sumer has not yet been devised, if so, it 
has not secured general adoption. 


Hygienic combines with aesthetics to. 


limit the heights of buildings. In for- 
eign cities such regulations are univer- 
sal. 
The Paris limit is 05 feet. -The 


sky scraper finds its climax in our Amer- 
ican cities. They run up to thirty stor- 
ies. They embody 
A.mericau ideals of 


courage and aspiration, but at last they 
make the streets dark and shut out the 
light and air.

DELINQUENT IN DUES 


SO LOST INSURANCE 


Wife Unable to Recover $3,000 


From Royal Arcanmn Be- 


cause Husband Was 


One Month Behind. 


ST. LOUIS, March 10—In the United 


States circuit court of appeals an opin- 
ion was handed down by Judge Thayer 
in the case of the Supreme Council Roy- 
al Arcanum vs. Anna. J. Taylor whiclui1- 
remanded 
with instructions that the. 


plaintiff is not entitled to recover. The 
decision will be of interest to fraternal 
lodges and members who are insured 
against 'death in these organizations. 


Anna J. Taylor is the widow of George 


F. Taylor, a member of the Royal Ar- 
canum. Arapahoe Lodge of Denver. He 
was insured for $3,000 in 1895 and died 
in Xovember, 1000. Payment of the in- 
surance certificate was contested on the 
ground that he had not paid the month- 
ly assessment of October, 1900, due oil 
the last day of that month and was 
therefore 
suspended according 
to by- 


laws. 


The collector failed to pay the Taylor 


assessment for October as he, had been 
in the habit of doing when overdue, and 
when it was tendered three days later, 
just before Taylor's death, it was refus- 
ed on the ground that under the by- 
laws Taylor was under suspension. Mrs. 
Taylor rc-covercd judgment against the 
supreme council which appealed. 


Judge Thayer, writing the opinion, 


says the question at issue is .to deter- 
mine whether the supreme council was 
cognizant of the practice of the collect- 
or in accepting the assessment of Tay- 
lor after he was delinquent, and wheth- 
er it ratified such practice by accepting 
the delinquent's assessment in violation 
of its by-iaws. He iinds nothing in the 
evidence to warrant this assumption and 
orders the case remanded with instruc- 
tions to the trial court to instruct the 
jury that the plaintiff is not entitled to 
recover.

conventional form. First there was a 
series of daylight robberies on the north 
side, then there came a sect that prac- 
ticed their habits on the accumulations 
of religious ' institutions and now . the j 
holdup fiends are making life uneasy for 
those who appear on the streets at dark. 


The latest occurrence was the holdup 


of last night. The victime was Cornelius 
Manger. 827 Twelfth, street, who was 
relieved of a watch, one of the old coun- 
try kind, and three dollar* jn silver. 


Mr. Manger left home about 7 o'clock 


bound for a State street bicycle repair 
shop to have a bicycle handle bar fixed.
